“Early in the morning of June 
29. the carter Lombardo Irnazio. 
6S years old, commonly known as 
(trillo, riding on his cart drawn 


by a she-mule, was driving to-' 


Wards the district of ‘Scacciamen- 
nole’' to take on a load of wine 
belonging to the firm of Ferrero 
Brothers, with which he had long 
worked, enjoying the confidence of 
his employers. Arrived near this 
digtrict, in the middle of the road. 
close to the house of Sig. Pellec- 


'rino, the poor carger was struck in 


the breast by a rifle shot and fell 
mortally wounded into his cart. 
At the soung of the rifle the ani- 
mal ran down the road. wile Lom- 
bardo Ignazio died without assist- 
ance. About a kilometer from the 
ecene of the crime a squadron of 
rural police stopped the cart and 
observed the body. advising the au- 
thorities, who immediately ap- 
peared to make the required legal 
Inspection. Lombardo’s bedy was 
then taken in charge by the carters 
and brothers’ guild. 

Competitors Arrested for Killing. 

“Concerning the cause of the 
erime it is believed that it rust 
be sought in professional fealousy. 
T appears that Lombardo was an 
honest and trusted man. and from 
the investigations made by the po- 
lice it has been established that 
grave suspicions rest upon the 
brothers Vincenzo and Francesco 
Giordano di Cosimo, both . mer- 
chants of Marsala, with whom the 
murdered man had a dispute con- 
cerning the consignment of a load 
of wine to the Ferrero: establish- 
ment. The Giordano brothers have 
been arrested and accused of re- 
sponsibility for the murder.” 

The gang’s rule! Whether rou 
approve or not rou must adapt 
yourself to Mafia conditions if yeu 
want to live in Marsala. You may 
decide to join a local “cosca” or 
gang, of you May. merely support 
it, or pay it for protection, or you 
May simplr take care not to of- 
fend it. But you cannot escape 
it.

commanding him to discharge a 
certain servant. He ignored the 
demand, for the servant had been 
many years in his employ and was 
capable and trustworthr. <A sec- 
ond letter brought threats of pen- 
alties if the demand were not com- 
plied with. He ignored that. Then 
one Morning he went to his cellar 
and found all his casks opened and 
his year’s vintage gone. The same 
day brought a third letter stating 


that the servant would be mur-. 


dered if not discharged immediate- 
ly Regretfully he pensioned off 
the servent and sent him to Reme.

He Long Handled Money at 
Races and for Tammahy, 
on Elections.

NEW YORK, Aug. 24.—*‘Circu- 
lar Joe” Vendig, betting commis- 
i sioner and bookmaker, whose name 
had been associated 'with big bet- 
ting on horses, boxing and elec- 


tions throughout tne country 40 
years, died yesterday of acute in- 
digestion in his home at Sea Gate 
|He was 64 years old. 

Vendig had attended the bouts 
at the Coney Island. stadium on 
Saturday night with friends, as a 
spectator, and seemed to be in 
good health. Yesterday morning 
however, a sudden attack took his 
life before a doctor could be 
called. 

Although Vendig announced his 
retirement from the turf about 
five weeks ago to become interest- 
ed in Brighton Beach's real es- 
tate boom, which is reported to’ 
have brought him much money, 
he is known most widely as the 
‘ghrewd, quick-thinking little man 
| who appeared with money to place 
for syndicates of plungers where- 
ever enough men assembled will- 
ing to risk money on an import- 
ant event. 

He first came into prominence 
in the '$0s as the man who laid 
the money of Phil Dwyer, one of 
the biggest horse owners of his) 
time. Eventually Vendig became) 
a book maker and took bets in-| 
stead of laying them.
